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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
FIGURE as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a 
proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP 
§ 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
arrangement of the specification is improper. The examiner further notes that 
Paragraph 0020 states the term "pack", instead of "packet" 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Independent claim 1 states, "a transport stream identification code is added to 
each of the packets of said received streams of digital data". These limitations are not 
supported by the specification of the instant application. 

After reviewing the specification, Applicant clearly teaches that " the range of 
available PIDs and accuracy of selection of packets of data is increased, bv increasing 
the capacity of each transport packet 1 and " to extend the range of available bits to allow 
for the generation of the TSID. not bv increasing the size of the transport packet but 
rather bv identifying and re-using existing, superfluous bits within the existing transport 
packet syntax ". Nowhere does the specification state that each packet of the transport 
stream receives a transport stream identification code. 

Independent claim 9 states, " selecting the reguired data packet once the 
appropriate transport stream is identified therefrom with reference to a match between 
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the packet identification code for that transport stream of data and the packet 
identification code allocated to each of the packets ". Again, as stated above, the 
specification fails to teach that each packet is assigned a transport stream identification 
code and additionally there is no support for making a comparison between a TSID in a 
transport stream and a TSID in each packet of the transport stream.
